By whith You 
ſee, that, though He did nor then give us'this Bread; yet 
He 
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thy Receivers (who perſevere tothe End ) have ſo; but the 
Zuwerthy, quite contrary : And we can ſhew You a Rule for 
it, viz, 1 Cor. 11.27, 29. Wherefore, whoſoever ſhall Eat this 
BREAD, and Drink this CUP of the Lord Unworthily, ſhall 
be guilty of the Body and Blood of the Lord : For, he that Bat- 
eth and Drinketh UNW OR THILY, Fateth and Drinketh 
Damnatioh to himſelf, not diſcerning the LOR D's BODY: 
Whereſore the Worthy may receive-to Eternal Life, and the 
Umporthy to Eternal Death. And the Words, 7 AXE, EAT, 
| THIS IS MT BODY, may be properly underſtood ; the Pr- 
teſtant Muſi-bee's to the contrary, notwithſtanding. 
The Gentleman tells you further, m the fame Page; © That 
© then, the Sacrament in both Kinds, will be neceſlary to Sal- 
* vation, &c.--- As to this of Both Kinds, it doth not properly 
Relate either to Your Requeſt, or My Anſwer ; but is a Con- 
troverfie deſerving to be Argued by it ſelf, in convenient Time 
1 and Place: And, beſides, Ido not ſee where the neceſſity lies, 
? of defining the Sacrament in Both Kinds, to One, that believes 
{it in Neither ; not but that I am may to ſatisfie You in this 
particular, where, and when You pleaſe. 

The Gentleman (Pag. 8.) ſharply reflets upon what I faid 
in my Anſwer, p. 8. That if they went toFigures and Parables, 
we knew how to. handle them. From whence he Inſinuates ſome 
a Extraordinary way of handling : For my part, I take GO D 
to Witnels, I had no other meaning in it, than ro handle. 
them by the BIBLE, -as I faid, to Rule them by their own 
Rule : Wherefore, let the Evil be to them that think it. 

As to what he ſays, Pag. 8. © Of the Antipathy I ſhould 
* have to Figures and Parables ; and Croſs my Self, where-ever 
* they are Named: -- Ido not ſee, by what I have Writ, where 
he Gentleman can have the leaſt Ground for this Croſs and 
ntipathous Refleftion : For, to the contrary, I highly venerate 
hoſe Diſcourſes, wherein our Saviour was often pleaſed to, 
preſs himfelf by way of Parable, &xc. But that which I 
Sou: C abhor, 
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abhor, (and which, indeed, would make a Saint Bleſs himſelf) 
is, To ſee Men mould 6.0 D's Word into what Form they 
pleaſe, and make every _ + Figure, that doth not ſquare 
with their Fancy - Is it becauſe our Szviowr ſpake. fome things 
by way of Parable, that All he ſaid was ſ#:h2 or, That he ne- * 
ver ſpake otherwiſe? IF fo, and that rhe- Scriptures are ſo full- © 
of ſecret Meanings; How comes it, that mean Capacities are - | 


| Oy the Church of St. Martins) left: to themſelves, to Jud 


the true fence of Stripture, according, to D. 7. who tells. 
ou, in his True Account of aConference, p. 18, © That a Man; 
after uſing all Chriſtian means, and rhe help of all Mini- 
* ſterial Guides poſſible, muſt at laſt Judge for himſelf. 
A ſpecial Aſfertion indeed! which, if true, What need of 
Feachers, ſeeing that: every Man muſt teach himſelf, by be- * 
ing-a Judge of the Text to him(elF at laſt? But, not to detain 
you. on this particular, 
Let us come to- what the Gent/eman defires, pag. 8. © That © 
% ſhould tell him, without's Figure, what is that Meat which - 
© endureth to everlaſting Life, whereof our Saviour ſpeaks in 
E:the Sixth Chapter of St. John, ver. 2-7. Labapr not for the 
% Meat which Periſheth, but for THAT MEAT which- endu- 
* reth unto everlaſting Life, which the Son. of Man ſhall give 
*. to you ; for him hath God the Father ſealed: Why, truly,” | 
for my part, Ido not ſee where the difficulty lies in theſe | 
words of Labouring for that Meat which endureth toeverlaſting | 
REefe, which the Sou of Man ſhall give unto you; "it being-but a © 
Preamble to what immediately follows, in the ſame Chapter, * 
of Giving us his FLESH to EAT, which 1s the: true- Meat that 
endureth unto everlaſting Life : And beſides, He tells us, That ' 
the Meat which endureth unto everlaſting Life; ſhould be given | 
us by the Son of Man; agreeable to what he fays; verſ. 51,55, : 
And the BREAD. that Pwill give, is my FLESH, which 7: 
will gave for the Life of the World : For my FLESH is Meat * 
indeed, and my BLOOD 7s Drink-indeed : which, without © 
| a 
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a Fizure, I humbly conceive, is that ME AT which endureth 
wnto everlaſting Life. As to his, How the Son was Sealed 
the Farher, and the reſt of his Zow's ; they are ſuch Jews 
expreſſions, as that all nt” nn ne ht to be aſha- 
med of them: For © 7R 7ST no ſooner ſpake of this Do- 
Qrine of giving us his FLESH to Eat, but the Jews came up 
with their Zow too; ſaying, verſ. 52. How cax this Man give 
ws his FLESH to Fat? So Jewiſh it is, to queſtion GOD, 
how he could do it? how this? how that? and if, How he 
made the World of Nothing be asked 2 Can we Anſwer, but 

-by his fole Word ? And, i Y it not be ſufficient for us to 

'take his Word, when he tells us, The Sor of Man was Sealed 
of GOD the Father > and Believe him, without calling of 
GOD to queſtion How, or diving into the ſecrets of Heaven. 
So, How he came down, &c. and the reſt of his How's, if 
—_ not ſufficiently plainin the Bzb/e, fo as to be clearly 
underſtood, Pll agree with the Gentleman, and ſubmit to the 
determination of the Church ; andſlo-mufſt 70 7, and all rhe 
SEEXERS in England, it what the Proteflant Anſwerer 
Infinuetes, be true :. For, if theſe expreſs and plain words of 
Chrift be ' a-Figare, where he fays as plain, as plain can be, 
That he would give us BREAD to Eat, which ſbould be his 

FLESH ; and accordingly, Fe took Bread, and Bleſſed it, and 
Brake it, and gave'it; ſayin, TAKE, EAT, THIS 1S 
MY BODY ; Ifay,ift are Figurative, und-muit 

not be properly underſtood, 1-ſee no Reaſon, why the whote 

Bible ſhould not be 'a Figzre too: For, if ever C//RIST 
was Plain in any thing, 'rwas in this ; eſpecially in a Port, 
wherein there was never more occaſion to Expound, if a 

Figure, than when the Fews (to whom He came) murmur'd, 

and faid, Z7ow tin this Man give us his Fleſh to Eat > and 

when ſome of the Diſciples ſaid, 7t was an haral faying ; who 
could hear it ? and thereupon walked-no more with Him : He, 


that, in Caſes of leſs Moment, _—_ explain'd his Paratles, 
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ſhould 
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ſhould yet be Dark and Figarative in This, of that Importance, 
which occaſioned not only. the Murmuring of the Fews, and 
Departure of the Diſciples, Then ; but alſo occaſions (as 
CHRIST well foreſaw)- our differences at This Day; 
Should, He, I ſay, explain Hirnſelf in matters of leſs weight, 
and yet be Dark in this great Concern, is what would be con-

trary to his Wiſdom and Goodneſs. But,ſo far was C/RIST 


from meaning otherwiſe than plainly, as he ſpake, that to the 
murmuring Jews he confirms it, (ver. 53.) with a Yerily, 
verily, I ſay unto you, Except ye EAT the FLESH of the 
Son of Man, and DRINK his BLOOD, ye have no Liſe 
#n you ; and to the Unbelieving Diſciples, (verl. 61, 62.) with 
a Doth this offend you? What 'if ye ſhall ſee the Son.of Man 
aſcend up, where he was before > Whereas, when he ſpake by 
Parables, He explain'd himſelf to them ; as Mar. 1 3. 3. And 
he ſpake many things to them in Parables, ſaying, Behold a Sower, 
&c. or, when he ſpake by way of Similitude; as Mat. 18. 23. 
Therefore is the Kingdom of Heaven LIKENED wnto a cer- 
tain King. Mat. 20.1. For the Kingdom of Heaven is LIK E 
unto a May, that is an Houſholder, Mat. 22.1, 2. And JESUS 
anſwered, and ſpate unto them again by PARABLES, and 
ſaid, The Kingdom of Heaven is LIKE unto, Oc. Mat.23.1. 
Then ſhall the Kingdom of Heaven be LIKENED unto Ten 
Virgins, &c. See Mark 4.2. Mark 12.1: Luke 12.16. Luke 
13-18, 19, Luke 15.3. Luke 19.11. Luke 20.9. and you'll 
find, that in all Caſes, CHRIST ſpake not by PARAB LES, 
without telling them it was ſo, and Expounding the fame unto 
them. But, becauſe the Gent/eman is more particular, pag.22. 
upon that of C/RFEST's being a Door, a Vine, a Rock, &c. 
let's ſee, whether the-Parity 'rwixt, 7 am the DOOR, the 
VINE, &c. be the ſame with, The BREAD that Twill give, 


is - 4 FLESH, which 1 will give for the Life of the World; or, © 
wit 


what he faid at his Laſt Supper, when Ze took BREAD, 
and Bleſſed it, and Brake it, and Gave it, and ſaid, T AK.F, 
EAT. 
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EAT, THIS IS MY BODY; without ever Explaining 
a Syllable to tne contrary : Whereas, in that of the 
DOOR, John 10. the Text tells us, It was a PARABLE, 
aying, Pa.6 This PARABLE ſpate JESUS wnto ther, 
@c. Wherefore, if the Proteſtant Anſwerer would be ſo kind, 
as to produce as plain Scripture for this of the Sacrament's 
Leing a Figure, as I have done for the Door's being a Parable, 
he'll doubtlefs oblige 70 ©, and certainly gain a Proſelyte of 
ME. And, in like manner of the Vine; CA 7RIST faith, 
Jh.15.1. I am the True VINE, and my Father is the Fluſ- 
bandman ; as before, Mat. 20; 1. where he likened the X'ng- 
dom of Fleaven to a Man, that is an FHouſholder, ; and fo goes 
on, Explaining the ſame; faying, Yerſ. 4. As th? Branch ca- 
not bear fruit of it wk except it abide in the VINE; no more 
can ye, except ye abide in ME ; which (if you read the Chap» 
ter) you'll find to be more plain: And, in like manner, of rhe 
ROCK; That he was the CORNER STONE, upon which 
the Foundation was laid; and no other Foundation can any Man 
lay, then what CHRIST has /ayd; for on Him i Built the 
whole ſtruture of our Salvation: Wherefore, whether theſe 
Parables of the DOOR, the FINE, &c. be as plain, as, 
TAKE, EAT, THIS IS MY BODY, be 7oz, or any Im- 
partial Soul, the Judge in his own Conſcience. 

As to whar he lays ( Pag.9.) © That if the Words are Literal- 
*ly to be underſtood, they would rather Infer the Converſion 
* of Chriſt's Fleſhand Blood into Bread and Wine : --- For Proof 
whereof, let's go to the Words of Converſion themſelves, Mat. 
26. 26, 27, 28. where it is ſaid, Chriſt took Bread, and Bleſſed 
it, and Brake it, and gave it, and-ſaid, Take, Eat, This is My 
BODT; he doth not fay, 7ake, Eat, my BODY is this BREAD: 
And in like manner of the C &P ; For this is my Blood : which 
Words, This is my BODI, This is my BLOOD, are the Werds 
of Converſion, and do no ways imply a Change of Chri/t's 

Fleſh into Bread, nor of his Blood into Wine ; but, to the con- 
trary, 
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rrary, they plainly Infer the#Converſion of Bread and Wine 
into both the Body and Blood of Chriſt. As to the Texts he 
brings from the 67h.of St. John, there was no Converlion then 
made; nor do They make for himY Beſides, that he, who but 
juſt now (Pay. 6, of his A»ſwer ) told us, © That this Diſcourſe 
© in St, Fohx, had no ſpecialReference tothe Sacmment ſhould 
now apply them, notwithſtanding, is an odd way of ſhifting ; 
however, as fis, theſe are rhe Words, ( John, 6.48, 55.) 1 am 
that Bread of Life. For my Fleſh is Meat indeed, gnd my Blo:d * 
is Drink indeed : Had the Words been, My Fleſh is Bread: in» | 
deed, as the Gentleman would fain nave them, if you obſerve * 
it, (Paz. 6.) then indeed he would have had ſomething of his | 
ſide ; but as they are, they wake clear againſt him. As to thoſe *? 
Words, ver. 48. 1 am that Bread of Life ; merhinks, they are *' 
fiffigently explained by the*following Texts; where he ſays, - 
v.50. This is the Bread which cometh town from Heaven. ver.gt. |» 
Tam the Living Bread, &c. which Bread he tells us plainly, is ' 
his Fleſh, ſaying, Ver. 51. And the Bread that Twill give, is my 
Fleſh ;and not, that the Fleþ which He would give, was Bread; | 
Bur that, 7That Bread was his Fleſh; which, as ſaid, is ſuffict * 
ently plain; if nor, rather than differ, Vlljoyn in Opinion with 
the Proteftant Anſwerer, and thoſe other Divines; and with ' 
Him and Them, ſubmit tothe Determination of the Church. 7 
There is one Argument yer, on which the Gentleman ſeems | 
much to depend, ( Pag. 9.) where he ſays, © Since if Chriſt be © 
© not, but where he intirely is, then q frys he ) he muſt be 
* Faten intirely, ©c.--From whence he concludes the not Being | 
of Chriſt's Body in the Sacrament, becauſe ( as he conceives) he * 
is not there ; fry for Reaſons (not Scripture) of his own. - 
To which I Anſwer, and'grant, That Chrift is Not, but where 
He is Zntire ;' for that there is noſeparation to be made of his © 
Natures, nor diviſion of his Body into Parts ; but that Heis to 
remain One Chrijt Intire for ever: But, as all things are poſſible © 
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tire in the Sacrament, and in many places, at one and the fame * 


Time, is the Lxere 2 which, if fully Reſolved, will overthrow 
all his Reaſoning Ware beſides : Whereſore, that Chriſt is Not, 
but where He is /ntire, is granted ; and that Chriſt may be n- 
tire, tho" Unſeen, Unſelt, or Taſted in the Sacrament, is proved, 
by what we read in Foh» 20. 19. When Chriſt evtred the 
Room where the Diſciples were Aſſembled, the Doors being faſt 
for fear of the Jews, and came, and ſtood, and ſpake in the mid'ſt 
of them. And after Eight days ( as we read in the fame Chap« 
ter, ver. 26.) Chriſt entred azain, when the Doors were clſe 
ſhut, and ſtood, and ſpate in the mid'ſt of the Diſciples : Now, 
that Chriſt was Intire when He /ftoed, and ſpate inthe mid'ſt of 
them, muſt be granted: But how came He thro'? was his Bo- 

dy Intire, Extended, Finite,and Circumſcribed with Limbs,Bones, 

Fleſh, and Sinews, when: He entred thro' Wa4s or Doors that 

yere cloſe > That He was /rtire when He paſt thro', mult be, 

by the Gentleman's own Argument, as wellas Mine, Of Chriſt's 

being Not, but where He is [vtire;; wherefore, Chriſt was r=. 
tire when He came thro', or He came not thro” at all: but 

Chriſt came Thro', was There, and was ntire too; for Chriſt 
is Not, but where He is Zztire : Nay, ſuch is the infinite Pow'- 
er of God, that tho' they were encloſed. in Was, every where 
a Mile thick, 'twould yet be poſſible for Chrift to enter /ntire 


| thro! all, and return in the fame Incomprehenſible manner :

Intire, or He is not there at all: But Chriſt, tho' Inviſible, is 
in the midſt of them, or the Word deceives us; which to 
rhink, is Blaſphemy ; it being, by God, again confirm'd, ſaying, 
Mat. 2.8.30. And loz, Pam with you always, even unto the end of 
the World: By all which is proved, That Chriſt may as well 
be I»tire in the Sacrament, as be Iatire when he paſleth thro' 
IValls and Doors, that are cloſe ; as allo it is proved, That Chriſt 
may be in more places than Oe, at the fame 7ime ; for, How 
many Aſſemblics of rhe Faithful are there in the World, that 
are gathered together in his Name, at the fame Moment, and 
Chri/t in the mid'ſt of every of them2 Nor can the Proteſtant 
Anſwerer ever be able to deny the.ſame, without denying Chriſt 
to be a Perfect, and an Omnipotent God. 

Wherefore to his 10 Paz. where we find the Gent/eman hot at 
theWordThis,to know what it means,which,of it ſeſf;wanreth 
Senſe ; but to know its meaning here, ask the Queſtian, What ? 
and our Saviour will reſolve you ; where, Mat. 26. 26. As 
they were Fating, Jeſus took Bread, and Bleſſed it, and Brake it, 
and gave it the Diſciples, and ſaid, Take, Fat, This is (what ?)

Likewiſe alſo the CUP" 
after S2P PER; ſaying, This CUP is the New Teſtament in m 
Blood, which is ſhed for you : Wherefore, we are to diſtinguiſh 
the CVP, which He bid them divide at Supper, and of which 
He ſaid, He would nat Drink untiP the Kingdom of God ſhall 
come ; from the C ©P, which He Bleſſed, and gave to them after 
Supper ; faying, It was his Blood; for nothing can be more 
plain, than that what our Saviour ſaid of not Eating, and wot 
Drinking, was of the Paſſover or Sacriffee; according to the 
Law; and not of the-New Sacrifice, or Teſtament in his Blood, 
according to the Goſpel : Bar if this Order, wherein St. Lake 
hath it; which ſpeaks of 7wo Caps, and which is certainly true, 
be not acceptable to- the Ob/rnate, let us ſuppoſe it otherwiſe, 
and that the Words, Fruit of the Vine, were Gs they were not) 
faid of the Coxſecrated Cup; it would yet follow, That the 
meaning of them could in no wiſe be applyed to the Subſtance 
of- Wine, proceeding from an Earthly Vine ; but. to the Sub- 
ſtance of his Blood, the Fruit of the Heavenly Vine : For that it 
was to be Drank New with them in His Father's Kingdom ; 
and in His Father's Kingdom, which is Heaven, they neither 
keep Taverns, nor Drink Wine, the Fruit therefore of the 
Viye, ſerves for neither Fruit nor Wine to them. 

As to what the Gentleman yu ( Pag. 15.) of the Order ob-

14. v. 23, 24-----For Aw | 
find no futh thing in St. Mark, as, That all the Apoſtles firſt 
Drank of the Cup; and then that our Saviour ſhould tell them; 
It was his Body : Wherefore- it's a great Miſtake 'twixt the 
cUriter, and the P2inter ; and when they Mend their Bi/l, 
We'Jl Anſwer : But (inrthe mean time) whether St. Mark ex- 
. preſketh 
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preſſeth the Words inthe ſame Order. as they were ſpoke, or- 
no, it matters no; ſeeing he”has the Subſtance of what was 
ſaid, and wherein they all agree ; to wit, That it was his Body, 
and his Blood : And it's alſo apparent, That CHRIST firſt 
Gave Thanks, and Bleſſed it, before He Gave it ; and before 
He gave it, they could not; have it ; nor before they had it, 
could they either Eat it, or Drink it. 

The Gentleman continues (Pag. 1 5.) to tell you, That the 
Letter is for Them, (meaning, That in the Sacrament is not 
contain'd the Body of CHRTST; ) for, That C HRIST's 
Body had the Natural pa belonging to a Body, Extend- 
ed, Finite, and Circumſeribed : And theregjore, like another Di- 
dymus, he will not Believe, except he ſee, and into the Prints 
of the Nails of his Hands, put his Fingers ; and into his Side, 
thruſt his Hand: So Senfual was he, that to feel with his 
Finger the Wound in his Side, would not ſuffice, - unleſs there- 
in he thruſt his whole Hand. Even fo this Gentleman : For, 
GO D's Holy Word, fo often repeated to Confirm the Being 
of his BODT and BLOOD in the Sacrament, will not ſut- 
fice, unleſs he See and Feel the Body, Extended, Finite, and 
Circumfcrib'd. But, -methinks, rhe Reproof our Saviour gave 
to One Didymus, might be a Warning to All the Didymas's, 
that ſhould ever happen after him ; when, John 20. v. 29. he 
told him, Thomas, Becauſe thou haſt SEEN Me, thou haſt BE- 
LIEVED: Bleſſed are they, that have NOT Seen, and yet 
H AYE Believed, Wheretore, to Believe but what we See, 
Feel, Taſte, and Smell, is to be Brutes, not Chriſtians ; and 
worſe than Thomas, who Saw but the Humanity, yet Believ'd 
the Divinity of CRIST7. Pray, how was his Body to be 
Seen, Extended, Finite, and Circumſcrib'd, when He pene- 
trated and paſs'd through Walls and Doors that were cloſe, as 
proved Paz.-x 5, x6. For, by the ſame Reaſon that You prove, 
That CRIST's Body can pals Intire through Walls or 
"Doors, when cloſe; . by the ſame Reaſon will I prove, That 


CHRIST | « 
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CHRIST's Body may be in the Sacrament Intire, thot 
no more to be ſeen There, than to be ſeen paſſing through the 
thickeſt Walls. But, upon the Whole, the Gent/emas argues 
moſt Perfidiouſly of C 7RIST, as if He were not GOD; nor 
diſtinguiſhing between his Glozious Body, and Ours, or 
any other Corruptible Carkaſs : As He is Perfe& GOD, all 
Things are poſhble to Him ; Tf fo, Where then is theDifficul- 
ty to believe, but that CZ RIST may as well be Contain'd 
under the Forms of BREAD andW INE, as the Holy Ghoſt 
under the Form of a DOVE, with Feather, Beak, 
Wing, and all the Properties of a Fowl? Or, as 444. 3. 16. 
the farffe Spirit, in the Form of TONGTES of . , , ; 
FIRE > both which to our Eyes were but as a Bc 
Dove, and as perfet Tongues : Yet thoſe different 
Objects to the Eye of F/e/h, were but one Holy Ghoſt to the 
Eye of Faith; whereas, if Faith had'been | upon 
Senſe, they could never have bellev'd that Bird in Feather and 
Form, and thoſe 7omgues of Fleſlt in Flame, to be one and the 
ſame Holy Ghoſt. 'Fherefore, nothing can be more plain, than 
that Objets may be one thing to the Eye of Fleſh, and anos 
ther thing to the Eye of Faith; for to our Senſe, it was. a per- 
fe@t Bird; but to our Faith, it was the Holy Ghoſt. Ever: fo 
the Sacrament, to our Sight and Taſte, is but plain Bread and 
Wine; but, to our Faith (in GOD's Word,) it is the Real 
and Intire Body and Blood of C/RIST ; ani the Au- 
thorities we have from Scripture, are far more ample for be- 
leving the Latter to be the Body and Blood of CARIST, 
than 3 believing the Formers to be the ZZoly Ghoſt.
